Persons  holding  Passengers  season  tickets  are  entitled, 
to  purchase  monthly  ''parcels  season  tickets"  at 
4  Rupees  per  mensem.  Holders  of  such  tickets  are 
cntitled  to  the  conveyance  by  rail  daily  of  one  or  more 
parcels  of  bazar  or  clothing  weighing  together  not  more 
than  15  kilos, — either  the  Stntion  of  departure  or  the 
Station  of  destination  of  the  parcels  being  the  same  for 
ail  ])arcels. 

If  the  weight  of  the  parcels  exceeds  15  kilos,  the  excess 
weight  will  be  charged  for  at  ordinary  parcels  rates. 

Tins  of  petroleum  oil  properly  packed  pay  50  cents 
per  tin. 

Parcels  for  which  25  cents  porterage  is  paid  are 
delivered  in  Port  Louis  only. 

The  Governor  may  authorize  the  conveyance  by  rail 
of  parcels,  by  spécial  agreement  at  reduced  rates  or 
otherwisefor  Merchants,  Shopkeepers  and  other  persons 
who  have  a  large  quantity  of  parcels  to  send  every  day. 

Animals 

The  following  tolls  are  charged  for  the  conveyance 
of  animais  : 

Ail  such  animais,  such  as  goats,  sheep,  pigs,  mon- 
keys,  dogs  and  other  animais  which  cas  be  carried  in 
the  dog-box  :  pei  head  per  mile,  4  cents.  For  puppies, 
small  dogs  and  cats  carried  in  hampers  or  baskets, 
ordinary  parcels  rates  shall  be  charged  according  to 
weight. 

Calves,    donkeys,   deer,  etc.  :    per  head  per  mile, 
1 2  cents. 

Horses,  mules,  horued  cattle  conveyed  :  per  head  per 
mile,  25  cents.  In  no  case  shall  a  lesser  chai-ge  than 
10  Rupees  be  made  for  the  conveyance  of  each  animal 
abovementioned  if  a  horse-box  is  employed,  or  Rs.  5  if 
a  truck  is  used. 

Attendants  travelling  in  horse-boxes  or  trucks  will 
be  charged  3rd  class  fares. 

Animals  may  bowever  be  insured  on  payment  of  \k% 
of  the  declared  value,  the  minimum  Insurance  premium 
for  each  animal  being  Rs.  2.50. 


Pnre-bred  birds  bred  in  the  Colony  : 
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CORPSES 

Corpses  are  transported  in  ordinary  Goods  trucks  at 
the  rate  of  75  cents  per  mile  with  1  Rupee  for  loadin^ 
and  uiiloading.  If  a  Brake  Van  is  used,  an  extra  charge 
of  5  Rupees  will  be  made.  If  the  2nd  claes  funeral  car 
ig  used,  an  extra  charge  of  10  Rupees  will  be  made. 
Persons  taking  seats  in  the  car  will  pay  second  class 
fares.  If  the  Ist  class  funeral  car  is  u^ed,  the  extra 
charge  will  be  Rs.  15  and  persons  travelling  in  it  will 
pay  Ist  claps  fares. 

The  body  of  a  ehild  not  exceeding  one  year  of  âge

furtlier  toll  of  10  cents  per  mile  for  every  additional 
150  kilos  or  fraction  of  250  kilos  in  the  weight  of  the 
said  earriage.  There  shall  moreover  be  charged  for  each 
such  carriage  l  Rupee  for  loadinj;  and  1  Rupee  for 
unioading,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  a  lesser  sum  thaii 

5  Rupees,  including  the  priée  of  loading  and  unioading, 
be  charged  for  the  conveyance  of  each  carriage. 

RiCKBHAWS

Bicycles.

Bicycle  contract  tickets  shall  be  paid  monthly  and  in 
advaiice  at  the  abovementioned  rates. 

They  may  be  taken  ont  and  made  available  for  the 
stations  between  which  the  contract  ticket  holder 
travels  or  for  a  shorter  distance  between  the  same 
stations,  but  not  for  a  longer  distance. 

They  will  be  available  by  any  passenger  train 
between  those  stations  for  up  and  down  journeys. 

The  passenger  shall,  each  time  he  has  to  travel  with 
his  bicycle,  produce  to  the  guard  of  the  train  his  bicycle 
contract  ticket,  failing  which  the  bicycle  shall  not  be 
accepted  by  the  guard  except  on  payment  of  the  fare 
under  article  29  of  the  Bye-Laws  as  to  parcels. 

The  Railway  Department  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
the  loss  of  bicycles  or  damage  to  bicycles  whilst  in 
charge  of  the  Department,  unless  it  ean  be  proved  by 
the  owner  of  the  bicycle  that  the  loss  or  damage  is  due 
to  the  Railway  Department. 

Ail  bicycles  carried  under  this  Bye-Law  shall  be 
legibly  addressed  and  the  owner  shall  personally  attend 
the  Brake-Van  for  the  loading  and  unioading  of  same. 

Bicycle  contract  tickets  are  not  transférable  and  shall 
Only  be  issued  as  available  from  the  5th  of  one  month  to 
the  4th  of  the  following  month. 


They  may  be  issued  at  any  ])eriod  of  the  month  up  to 
the  4th  of  the  following  month  but  at  the  fui!  cost  o£ 
the  ticket  for  one  month. 

A  contract  ticket  lost  by  the  holder  can  be  re-isgued 
on  payment  of  a  fine  not  exceedina:  Rs.  2.50  to  be 
recovered  by  the  General  Manager  of  Railways. 

AU  expired  contract  tickets  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Railway  Department.  lî  not  returned  the  holder  shall 
be  liable  to  the  fine  aforementioned. 

Any  brpach  of  the  clauses  of  this  Bye-Law  will  render 
the  contravener  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  Rs.  20.

If  run  after  6  p.m.  an  additional  charge  shall  be  paid 
of  lO%  per  honr  or  fraction  of  an  hour  that  the  train 
is  run  after  6  p.m.  provided  that  the  extra  charge  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  5%  ,  exclasii^e  détention  fee 
that  may  be  due. 

The  charge  is  the  same  for  a  single  as  for  a  retnm 
journey. 

The  minimum  distance  to  be  charged  for  is  19  miles. 

If  the  distance  is  over  16  miles  the  number  of  mileg 
above  1  6  and  np  to  '^2  is  to  be  eh'rgfed  for  al  three- 
quarter  rates.  Above  32  miles  half  rates  only  are  to  be 
charged. 

If  the  spécial  train  is  to  start  frora  a  st.^ttion  to  and 
from  which  an  engine  or  carri  îges  have  to  be  run  light, 
for  the  spécial  purpose  of  working  the  spécial  train, 
three-quarters  of  the  distance  travelled  light  to  the 
nearest  fuU  mile  will  be  added  to  the  mileage  of  the 
spécial  train  to  the  purpose  of  calcnlating  its  cost. 

If  a  return  train  is  delayed  over  8  hours  at  a  terminal 
station,  Rs.  7.50  shall  be  charged  for  each  hour  in  excesg 
of  the  3  hours  for  over-detention. 

If  the  spécial  train  is  advertized,  the  cost  of  the 
notices  in  the  newspapers  shall  be  charged  ii»  addition 
to  the  cost  of  the  tiain. 

The  cost  of  the  train  is  to  be  paid,  or  sufficiently 
guaranteed,  in  advance. 

Spécial  trains  for  coolies  will  be  run  at  th(!  same  rate 
as  above,  but,  if  open  goods  wagons  are  used  f  )r  their 
conveyance,  and  the  Estate  on  which  they  wo;  k  uses  the 
Railway  for  the  whole  of  its  Traffic,  a  réduct  ion  oî'Zb% 
will  be  made 

Spécial  trains  may  be  run  in  two  ways  : — 

1.  The  Railwav  Department  issues  tick^^'S  in  the 
ordinary  way,  fither  at  full  fares  or  at  snch  reduce4 
fares  as  the  hirers  of  the  trains  may  direct,  and  the 
person  for  whom  the  train  is  run  pavs  only  the 
différence,  if  any,  between  Ihn  earnings  of  th«  train  and 
the  cost  of  the  train. 

2.  Spécial  tickets  are  issued  by  th«  ilailway 
Department,  and  no  ticket  but  those  issued  are  valid. 
Any  person  found  travelling  with  a  ticket  other  than 
the  kind  specially  issued  shall  be  held  as  travelling 
without  a  ticket  and  dealt  with  according  to  the 
Bye-Laws. 

Not  more  than  10  persons  are  allowed  to  travel  in 
one  compartment. 

Contract  and  officiai  tickets  are  not  available  for 
spécial  trains.

In  rpply,  the  General  Manager  will  state  tlienumber 
of  wagons  which  can  bc  supplied  if  aiiy,  and  tlic  date 
on  which  tliey  will  be  at  the  loadin^'  station.  He  will 
also  stato  by  what  trains  the  loaded  wagons  will  be 
tnken  to  their  destination,  and  by  wliat  trains  the 
emptics  will  be  called  for,  allowing  for  a  reas<mable 
delay  to  be  agreed  upon  vvith  the  General  Manager  for 
loading  and  unloading  the  wagons. 

As  it  is  important  that  there  sh'  iild  be  no  iinnecessary 
delay  in  the  loading,  unloading  and  forwarding  of  cane 
wagons,  the  following  détention  fees  will  be  charged 
in  case  the  wagons  are  not  ready  to  be  forwarded  by  the 
trains  agreed  upon — namely  :

If  canes  are  transported  to  or  from  private  Sidings, 
in  calculating  the  rates,  the  distance  of  the  Siding  from 
the  station  and  the  length  of  the  Siding  shall  be  taken 
into  account. 

If  there  is  a  wagon  weighbridge  belonging  to  the 
Railwav  Department  on  which  the  canes  can  be 
conveniently  weighed  en  ronte,  the  weight  thus  found 
will  be  that  charged  for. 

If  there  is  no  such  wagon  weighbridge  but  there  is  one 
on  the  Estate  to  which  the  canes  are  sent,  the  canes  will 
be  weighed  on  it,  and  the  weight  thus  found  will  be  the 
one  charged  for  ;  the  Railway.  Department  reserving 
to  itself  the  right  of  testing  such  weighbridge  at  any 
time  and  of  sending  an  "  employé  "to  supervise  the 
weighing  at  any  time. 

In  the  event  of  there  being  no  Railway  wagon 
weighbridge  and  no  Estate  wagon  weighbridge  avail-

Such  Telegrams  may,  at  the  discrétion  of  the  Eastern  and  South  African  Telegraph  Company  or  any  Telegraph 
Company  or  Foreign  Administration  by  vvhoin  thev  may  be  forwarded,  be  deferred  in  faveur  of  fuU  rate  traftic,  but 
tbe  total  period  of  such  defermout  oy  the  various  Administrations  and  Companies  coneerned  shall  iiot  exceed  24  hours. 

Plain  language  is  such  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Telegraph  Service,  bears  an  intelligible  raeaning  on  the  face  of  it, 
and  does  not  include  a  succession  of  uumber.s,  names  or  words  without  connected  meaning. 

'Che  Compauy  may  décline  to  forward  :tny  Telegram  although  it  has  been  received  for  transmission,  but  inthatcase 
the  Company  .shail,  on  reque.st,  ref  uud  to  the  Sender  the  araount  paid  foi  the  transmission  and  delivery  of  such  Telegram. 

If  any  Telegram  shall  fail  to  reach  its  destination  by  reason  of  any  nf^s^lect  or  defanlt  of  the  Company  or  its 
Servants,  which  shall  have  happeued  vvhilst  the  Telegram  remained  undor  the  Control  of  the  Company,  and  such 
failm-e  shall  not  have  beeu  caused  by  force  majeure,  or  by  other  oircumstances  which  ïhe  Companj'  could  not  reasonably 
have  conlrolle  l,  then  the  Company  will  refund  to  thp  Sender  of  such  Telegr.im  the  amouut  paid  for  its  transmission 
and  delivery,  less  ail  moneys  paid  or  payable  by  the  Company  in  respect  of  sucli  transmission  or  delivery  to  any  other 
administration  or  authority  (^whefher  télégraphie  or  otJierioise,  and  whether  workbtç  in  connectuni  icith  the  Oompany  or 
not)  which  shall  not  bd  exclusively  controUed  by  the  Company.

Deferred  telegrams  are 
only  transmit  ted  after  non-urgent  private  telegrams  aiid 
press  telegrams.  **  Those  which  hfive  not  reached 
their  destination  within  a  period  of  24  hours  from  the 
time  of  handing  in  are  transmitted  in  tu>'n  with 
telegrams  charged  for  at  the  full  rate. 

9.  Jjeiiveri/.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rates  are  delivered 
in  turn  with  telegrams  at  full  rate. 

10.  Spécial  Services.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rate  may 
bear  any  of  the  supplemeutary  instructions  except  that 
relating  to  urgency.    The  rates  applicable  to  the  vai'ious 


spécial  services  desired  by  the  sender  of  a  deferred 
telei^ram  (paid  service  telegrams,  conditions  of  delivery, 
R.P.T.C.,)  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  ordinary 
telegrams.  The  corresponding  supplementary  instruct- 
ions are  charged  for  at  the  reduced  rate.  Telegraph 
money  orders  and  maritime  telegrams  are  not  admitted 
at  the  reduced  rate. 

11.  General  Conditions.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rates 
are  subjects  to  ail  the  conditions  of  the  international 
rei;ulations  which  do  not  conflict  with  the  foregoing 
conditions.

(c)  has  for  three  calendar  months  previous  to 
the  Ist  day  of  January  in  such  year  resided,  or 
had  his  principal  place  of  business  or  employment 
within  such  district,  aud  is  the  owuer  of  moveable 
property  within  the  Colony  of  the  value  of  at  least 
Rs.  3,000  ; 

{(1)  is  the  husband  of  a  wiFe,  or  the  eldest  son 
of  a  widow  pcssessing  any  one  of  the  above 
qualifications  ; 

((?)  has  for  three  calendar  months  previous  to 
the  ist  day  of  January  in  such  year  resided,  or 
had  his  principal  place  of  business  or  employment 
within  such  distiict,  and  is  in  receipt  of  a  yearly 


salary  of  at  least  Rs.  600,  or  a  monthly  salary  of 
at  least  Rs.  50  ; 

(/)  has  for  three  calendar  months  previous  to 
the  Ist  day  of  January  in  such  year  resided,  or 
had  his  principal  place  of  business  or  employment 
within  such  district,  and  pays  licence  duty  to  the 
amount  of  at  least  Rs.  200  per  annum  :

IX.  No  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  elected  a  Member  of  the  Council,  or,  having  been  elected,  shall  sit

(1)  Is  the  holder  of  any  office  of  émolument  uuder  the  Crown,  or  under  a  Municipal  Corporation  within 

the  Colony  ;  or, 

(2)  Is  a  rainister  of  religion  ;  or,  . 

(3)  Is  the  returning  officer  of  the  district  for  whieh  the  élection  is  held  ;  or, 

(i)  Is  not  entitled  to  vote  at  the  élection  of  a  Member  of  the  (.^ouneil  for  some  électoral  district. 

The  term  "  Minister  of  Religion  "  in  this  clause  means  any  clergyman,  minister,  priest,^  or  other  person 
who  exercises  spiritual  funetions  or  performs  the  offices  of  religion  for  or  respect  to  any  Christian  or  other  ehurch 
community,  or  body  within  the  Colony. 

The  term  "  office  of  émolument"  in  this  and  the  eighteenth  clause  Joes  not  extend  to  the  Mayor  or  any 
other  Member  of  a  Municipal  Corporation,  and  does  not  include  a  pension  or  other  allowance  to  an  officer  who 
has  ceaseii  to  be  in  the  service  of  the  Crown  or  of  a  Municipal  Corporation.  It  shall  not  extend  to  the  following 
persons  if  otherwise  qualified  to  be  elected  Members  of  the  Council  :  — 

(i)  Attorneys  ; 

(ii)  Auctioneers  ; 

(iii)  Brokers  ; 

(iv)  Land  Surveyors  ; 

(v)  Maritime  (Custom  House)  Brokers  ; 

(vi)  Médical  attendants  on  Estate  hospitals  under  Ordinanc;  No.  12  of  1878  entitled  "The  Labour 

Ordinance,  1878 

(vil)  Notariés  ; 

(viii)  The  Standing  Counsel  and  the  Attorney  of  the  Municipal  Corporation.

A  spécial  acoonnt  should  be  given  of 
Government  grants  or  olber  action  for  the 
development  of  natural  resources  and  industries  of 
the  Colony. 

The  weather  conditions  during  the  year  were  practi- 
cally  normal.  No  cyclone  approached  sufficientlv 
close  to  threaten  danger  The  harvested  crop  amounted 
to  255.77  thousand  tons  which  is  nearly  a  normal 
figure. 

The  proportion  of  vesou  sugar  was  95.46.  This  pro- 
portion increased  steadily  from  73.80%  in  1911.  The 
mean  extraction  was  10.76  per  cent,  of  cane  as  compared 
with  10.65,  mean  of  the  preceding  5  years. 

On  many  factories  an  important  proportion  of  the 
large  jirofits  made  on  sugar  was  laid  ont  in  replaeing 
old  machinery  by  new  and  improved  plant. 

Owing  to  the  large  profits  made  and  anticipated 
from  sugar  cane  cultivation  and  to  the  possibility  of 
util  i si n g  new  lands  in  Black  River  District  through  the 
apprcaching  eompletit-.n  of  the  Government  iiTigation 
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soheme  at  La  Ferme,  tlie  area  uniler  cane  cultivation 
iiicreased  markedly  :  in  1915  the  acreage  under  cane 
appioximated  to  170.4.  thousand  acres,  in  19^0  \i 
exceeded  179  thousand  acres. 

The  Indian  commiinity  has  especially  benefitod  by 
the  increased  prosperity  o£  the  Colony.  In  1915,  the 
area  under  Indian  cane  cultivation  approximated  to 
68  thousand  acres,  in  19;i0  it  exceeds  80  thousand 
acres. 

The  cffects  of  the  hiyh  priées  have  been  seeu  in  the 
increased  shortage  of  labour  and  in  greatly  enhanced 
rates  for  labourers'  wages.  On  most  estâtes  oreat 
difticulty  was  experienced  in  the  performance  of 
cultural  opérations  and  tlie  reaping  of  the  crop.  In 
conséquence,  increased  attention  is  being  devoted 
to  the  adoption  of  mechanical  devices  with  a  view  to 
economising  hands.  As  a  fair  propoitii>n  of  the  culti- 
vated  lands  of  Manritius  is  naturally  capable  of  mecha- 
nical  tillage,  it  is  expected  tliat  a  great  saving  of 
labour  will  be  efi'ected  by  the  adoption,  where  possible, 
of  mechanical  agencies.  (jiovernment  expérimenta  in 
this  connection  are  under  considération. 

Pests  and  diseases  of  the  sugar  crop  have  not  been 
markedly  in  évidence.  Owing  totheaction  of  the  planters 
a  spécial  tax  of  20  cent  of  a  rupee  per  ton  of  sugar  was 
imi^osed  to  permit  of  more  extended  activities  against 
the  "  moutouc  "  Ph\  talus  Smithi.  As  a  resuit  greatly 
extended  activities  have  heen  undertaken  during  the 
year.  There  is  évidence  to  show  that  as  the  outcome  of 
the  répressive  measuras  adopted  the  pest  is  rapidly 
diminishiiig. 

Expérimental  work  in  relation  to  the  sugar  industry 
was  contiiuied  and  proposais  submitted  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  spécial  experiment  station  to  investigate 
with  the  irrigation  of  sugar  cane. 

As  a  vesult  of  negotiations  between  the  Royal 
Commission  and  the  Chaniber  of  Agriculture,  arrange- 
ments were  concluded  for  the  sale  of  at  least  90^  of 
the  vesou  sugar  to  the  Commission  at  90/-  f.o.b. 
Mauritius,  per  cwt.  a  déduction  of  1  /-  per  cwt.  being 
made  per  each  grade  from  Ist  to  8rd.  For  carrying  ont 
this  transaction,  the  Planters  Syudicate  coustituteil 
in  1919  was  reconstituted,  with  the  adhérence  of 
practically  ail  planters.  The  tntire  Vesou  crop  will 
thereby  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  Commission,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  small  lots  and  about  5,0(10  tons 
for  local  consumption. 

The  necpssity  for  increased  cultivation  of  food  crops 
became  less  urgent  this  year.  The  efforts  to  encourage 
food  crop  cultivation  were  fuither  discounted  by  the 
much  greater  allurement  offeied  by  the  high  priées 
obtaining  for  cane.  As  a  resuit,  the  acreage  under  food 
crops  has  shrunk  fiom  about  20,000  acres  in  1919  to 
about  9,000  acres  at  the  end  of  1920. 

The  live  stock  industry  of  the  Colonj' shows  progress. 
Allhough  the  gaps  created  by  the  ultilisation  of  local 
breeds  of  stock  for  food,  owing  to  difficulties  of 
communication  with  Madagascar  as  the  resuit  of  the 
war,  have  not  yet  been  made  good,  yet,  the  resumption 
of  regular  importations  from  Madagascar  on  one  hand 
ar)d  the  efforts  of  breeders  in  co-operation  with  the 
Department  of  Agriculture,  on  the  other,  are  producing 
markedly  beneficiiil  lesults  both  in  tlie  quality  and  in  tht 
quantity  of  the  local  Stock.  Cattle  dipping  is  now  being 
widely  appreciated  and  cattle  diseases  are  mueh  less  in 
évidence  in  conséquence. 

In  relation  to  other  industries,  the  market  for  aloe 
fibre  was  limited  during  the  year  and  besides,  adversely 
iiffectid  by  the  exchange.    Experiments  on  the  cultiva- 


tion of  Sisal  are  being  carried  ou  by  the  Department  of 
Agriculture. 

The  alcohol  production  of  the  Colony  amounted,  in 
1920,  to  1,700  thousand  litres.  Mosfc  of  this  is  at 
présent  consumod  locally  as  rum.  The  attention  o£ 
Government  and  planters  is  being  devoted  to  the 
possibility  of  utilising  the  molasses  of  the  Colony  for 
the  production  of  alcohol  for  power  purposes.  There  is 
great  scope  for  large  development  in  this  connection. 

A  scheme  for  the  commercial  development  of  the 
Tobacco  industry  wa'J  set  on  foot  in  1920  under  Govern- 
ment auspices.  From  the  experiments  previously  carried 
on  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  it  was  proved  that 
the  cultivation  of  the  variety  of  Tobacco  locally  known 
as  "  Tabac  bleu  "  was  piacticable.  Under  the  new 
arrangements  the  supply  of  local  tobacco  is  increasing 
and  is  readily  sold  on  the  local  market. 

The  tea  industry  shows  some  décline  owing  to  labour 
difficulties  and  foreign  compétition.  Local  toa  growers 
enjoy  a  protection,  on  the  local  market  of  ;30  cents  per  tb. 

The  demand  for  coconut  oil,  copra  &c.  is  practically 
unlimiti'd  and  efforts  are  being  made,  with  some  success, 
to  increase  the  development  of  coconut  cultivation  in 
Mauritius.  This  industry  lias  long  been  the  staple  of 
the  "Oil  Islands,"  Dependencies  ol  Mauritius. 

The  Co-operative  Crédit  Socicties  established  in  1913 
are  steadily  progressing.  On  June  30th,  1920,  the 
total  capital  iuvolved  amounted  to  3fi5,857  rupees  and 
the  membership  3,072. 

Since  then  considérable  fuither  developments  have 
takeii  place  in  llodrigues,  the  principal  Dependency  of 
Mauritius  has  shown  increased  prosperity  and  a  scheme 
has  heen  put  forward  for  development,  including  the 
establishment  in  that  Island  of  a  branch  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.

3.  For  the  supply  of  fuel  to  Public  Establishment  2,961  cords  of  wood  (of  80  cft.  stacked;  were  eut  in 
Crown  Lands  in  the  several  districts  ;  in  Casuarina  plantations  along  the  coast,  Rs.  21,780  worth  of  timber  and 
firewood  were  put  at  the  disposai  of  lessees,  thatare  subjected  to  regular  management  of  the  "  Pas  Géométriques  " 
under  the  clear  cutting  and  replanting  system.  On  varions  other  Crown  Lands  3,530  cords  of  firewood  of 
secondary  species  were  sold  lo  the  public  for  Rs.  1 5,060.

During  the  year  37  earthquakes  were  recorded  and  particulars  thereon  forwarded  monthly  to  the 
Seismological  Committee  of  the  British  Association  for  the  Advaneement  of  Science,  and  published  in  the  Bulletin.

Attendants  travelling  in  borse-boxes  or  trucks  will 
be  charged  3rd  class  fares. 

Animals  may  bowever  be  iusured  on  payment  of  1^5^ 
of  the  dcclared  value,  the  minimum  iosuranee  premium 
for  eaeh  animal  being  Rs.  2..'>0.

Coi  pses  are  transportée!  in  ordiaary  Goods  triicks  at 
the  rate  of  75  cents  per  mile  with  1  Rupee  for  loading 
and  unloading  if  done  by  thp  Railway.  If  a  Brake  Van  is 
used,  an  extra  charge  of  5  Rupees  will  be  niade.  If  the 
2nd  class  funeral  car  is  used,  an  extra  charge  of  10 
Kupees  will  be  made.  Persons  taking  seats  in  the  car 
•will  pay  second  class  fares.  If  the  Ist  class  funeral  car 
is  used,  the  extra  charge  will  be  Rs.  1 5  and  persons 
travelling  in  it  will  pay  let  class  fares. 

The  body  of  a  child  not  exceeding  one  year  of  âge 
BTiay  be  conveyed  in  a  reservcd  compartment  at  the  rate 
oi  40  cents  i)er  mile  without  any  charge  for  loading 
and  unloading. 

Cakiuages 

For  the  conveyance  of  each  carriage  not  exceeding  in 
weight  1,000  kilos,  a  toU  of  50  cents  per  mile,  and  a 
further  toU  of  i  0  cents  per  mile  for  every  additional 
250  kilos  or  fraction  of  250  kilos  in  the  weight  of  the 
said  carriage  will  be  claimed.  There  shall  moreover  be 
charged  foruach  such  carriage  1  Rupee  for  loading  and 
1  Rupee  for  unloading,  provided  that  in  no  case  shall  a 
lesser  sum  than  5  Rupees,  including  the  price  of 
loading  and  unloading,  be  charged  for  the  conveyance 
of  each  carriage. 

RlCKSHAWS 

The  rate  for  Rickshaws  is  10  cents  per  mile,  the 
minimum  charge  being  R.  1 . 

Bicycles 

The  rate  is  25  cents  over  any  distance  provided  the 
passenger  travels  with  the  bicycle  ;  otherwise  the  charge 
is  50  cents  over  any  distance. 

Contract  ticket  holders  may  enjoy  the  privilège  of 
coutract  tickets  for  the  transport  of  their  bicycle,

Bicycle  contract  tickets  shall  be  paid  monthly  and  in 
advance  at  the  abovementioned  rates. 

They  may  be  taken  out  and  made  available  for  the 
stations  between  which  the  contract  ticket  holder 
"travels  or  for  a  shorter  distance  between  the  same 
stations,  but  not  for  a  longer  distance. 

They  will  be  available  by  any  passenger  train 
îjetween  those  stations  for  up  and  down  jonrneys. 

The  passenger  shall,  each  time  he  has  to  travel  with 
his  bicyle,  produce  to  the  guard  of  the  train  his  bicycle 
contract  ticket,  failing  which  the  bicycle  shall  not  be 
accepted  by  the  guard  except  on  payment  of  the  fare 
under  article  29  of  the  Bye-Laws  as  to  parcels. 

The  Railway  Department  shall  not  be  responsible  for 
the  loss  of  bicycles  or  damage  to  bicycles  whilst  in 
cbarge  of  the  Department,  unless  it  can  be  proved  by 
the  owner  of  the  bicycle  that  the  loss  or  damage  is  due 
to  the  Railway  Department. 

Ail  bicycles  carried  under  this  Bye-Law  shall  be 
legibly  addressed  and  the  owner  shall  personally  attend 
the  Brake- Van  for  the  loading  and  unloading  of  same. 

Bicycle  contract  tickets  are  not  transférable  and  shall 
only  be  issued  as  available  f  rom  the  5th  of  one  month  to 
the  4th  ol  the  following  month. 


They  may  be  issued  at  any  period  of  the  month  n\\to 
the  4th  of  the  following  month  but  at  the  full  cost  of 
the  ticket  for  one  month. 

A  contract  ticket  lost  by  the  holder  can  be  re-issued 
on  payment  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  Rs.  2.50  to  be 
recovered  by  the  General  Manager  of  Railways. 

Ail  exf)ired  contract  tickets  sliall  be  returned  to  the 
Railway  Department.  If  uot  returned  the  holder  sball 
be  liable  to  the  fine  aforementioned. 

Any  breaeh  of  the  clauses  of  this  Bye-Law  will  reuder 
the  contravener  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  Rs.  20. 

Spécial  Trains 

The  rates  for  spécial  trains  are  as  follows  : — 
Between  6  a.m.  and  6  p. m. 

For  trains  comjjosed  of  one  Brake- Van  and  not  more 
than  two  carriages.  Rs.  4  per  mile. 

For  trains  composcd  of  one  Brake- Van  and  more  thaa 
two,  but  not  more  than  six  carriages  .•  Rs.  6  j)er  mile. 

For  trains  composed  of  one  Brake- Van  and  more  than 
six  carriages,  for  each  carriage  above  six,  an  extra  charge 
shall  be  made  equal  to  one-sixth  of  the  rate  charged  for 
a  train  of  one  Brake- Van  and  six  carriages. 

"Carnages"  include  trucks  and  extra  Brake- Vans. 
Between  6  p. m.  and  6  a.m. 

If  run  after  6  p.m.  an  additionnai  charge  shall  be  paid 
of  10%  per  hour  or  fraction  of  an  hour  that  the  train 
is  run  after  6  p.m.  provided  that  the  extra  charge  shall 
in  no  case  exceed  5%  ,  exclusive  of  détention  fee  that 
may  be  due. 

The  charge  is  ihe  same  for  a  single  as  for  a  return 
journey. 

The  minimum  distance  to  be  charged  for  is  12  miles. 

If  the  distance  is  over  1 6  miles  the  number  of  miles 
above  16  and  up  to  32  is  to  be  charged  for  at  threee 
quarter  rates.  Above  32  miles  half  rates  only  are  to  be 
charged. 

If  the  spécial  train  is  to  start  from  a  station  to  and 
frora  which  an  engiue  or  carriages  have  to  be  run  light, 
for  the  spécial  purpose  of  working  the  spécial  train, 
three-quarters  of  the  distance  travelled  light  to  the 
nearest  full  mile  will  be  added  to  the  mileage  of  the 
spécial  train  for  the  purpose  of  calculating  its  cost. 

If  a  return  train  is  delayed  over  3  hours  ata  terminal 
station,  Rs.  7.50  shall  be  charged  for  each  hour  in  exeess 
of  the  3  hours  for  over-detention. 

If  the  spécial  train  is  adveitized,  the  cost  of  the 
notices  in  the  newspapers  shall  be  charged  in  addition 
to  the  cost  of  the  tram. 

The  cost  of  the  train  is  to  be  paid,  or  sufficiently 
guaranteed,  in  advance. 

Spécial  trains  for  coolies  will  be  run  at  the  same  rate 
as  above,  but,  if  open  goods  wagons  are  used  for  their 
conveyance,  and  the  Estate  on  which  they  work  uses  the 
Railway  for  the  whole  of  its  Traffic,  a  réduction  of  25^ 
will  be  made. 

Spécial  trains  may  be  run  in  two  ways  : — 

1.  The  Railway  Department  issues  tickets  in  the 
ordinary  way,  either  at  full  fares  or  at  sueh  reduced 
fares  as  the  hirers  of  the  trains  may  direct,  and  the 
person  for  whom  the  train  is  run  pays  only  the 
différence,  if  any,  between  the  earnings  of  the  train  and 
the  cost  of  the  train. 

2.  Spécial  tickets  are  issued  by  the  Railway 
Department,  and  no  ticket  but  those  issued  are  valid. 
Any  person  found  travelling  with  a  ticket  other  than 
the  kind  specially  issued  shall  be  held  as  travelling 
without  a  ticket  and  dealt  with  aceording  to  the 
Bye-Laws. 

Not  more  than  10  persons  are  allowed  to  travel  ia 
one  compartment. 

Contract  and  officiai  tickets  are  not  available  for 
spécial  trains.

Note. — The  term  "  provisions  "  for  which  spécial 
rates  are  made  to  some  Stations,  is  to  include  ail  articles, 
except  machinery,  furniture  and  dangerous  goods, 
earried  from  Port  Louis  to  the  Esiates  for  Planters 
whose  sugar  is  brought  to  Port  Louis  by  Railway 
(whether  they  have  a  factory  or  not),  provided  tliey  are 
sent  in  lots  of  not  less  than  5  tons  ;  otherwise  they  will 
be  chargeable  according  to  this  classification  or  as  5 
tons  at  provision  rates,  whichever  amounts  to  less.

The  Railway 
Department  will  then  issue  a  receipt  for  "  so  many  " 
tons  of  provisions,  détails  or  contents  "  unknown.  " 
The  wagon  will  be  padlocked  by  the  sender  and  sealed 
in  his  présence.  The  responsibility  of  the  Railway  will 
be  liinited  in  the  case  of  goods  thus  earried  as  foUows  : — 

1.  If  the  wagon  is  delivered  to  the  consignée  in  good 
condition  and  with  seal  and  padlock  in  good  con- 
dition, the  responsibility  of  the  Railway  will  cease. 

'Z.  If  the  seal  or  padlock  or  both  are  found  to  have 
been  tampered  with  when  the  consignée  cornes  to 
take  delivery  of  the  wagon,  if  the  consignée  so 
desires,  will  be  reweight^d  at  the  expense  of  the 
Railway  Department  and  if  the  weight  found  is 
less  than  that  originally  found  and  if  the  con- 
signée in  taki'ig  delivery 
missing,  the  Uaiiway  will 
fciind  short  and  at  a  ra 
per  ton.

CONDITIONS  GOVERNING  THE  ACCEPTANCE  OF  DEFERllBD  TELEGRAMS  AT  HALF 

THE  ORDINARY  TARIFF 


Such  Telegrams  may,  at  the  discrétion  of  the  Eastern  and  South  African  Telegraph  Companv  or  any  Telegraph 
Company  or  Foreign  administration  by  whorc  they  may  be  forwarded,  be  deferred  in  favour  of  full  i-ate  traffic,  but 
the  total  period  of  such  deferment  by  the  various  Administrations  and  Companies  concerned  shall  not  exceed  24  hours. 

Plain  language  is  such  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Telegraph  Service,  bears  an  intelligible  meaning  on  the  face  of  it 
and  does  not  include  a  succession  of  numbers,  names  or  words  without  connected  meaning. 

The  Company  may  décline  to  forward  any  Telegram  although  it  has  been  received  for  transmission,  but  in  that  case 
tbe  Company  shall,  on  request,  refund  to  the  Sender  the  amount  paid  for  the  transmission  and  delivery  of  such  Telegram. 

If  any  Telegram  shall  fail  to  reach  its  destination  by  reason  of  any  neglect  or  default  of  the  Company  or  its 
Servants,  which  shall  have  happened  whilst  the  Telegram  remained  under  the  Control  of  the  Company,  and  such 
failure  shall  not  have  been  caused  by/orce  majeure,  or  by  other  circumstances  which  the  Company  could  not  reasonably 
have  controUed,  then  the  Company  will  refund  to  the  Sender  of  such  Telegiam  the  amount  paid  for  its  transmission 
and  delivery,  less  ail  moneys  paid  or  payable  by  the  Company  in  respect  of  such  transmission  or  delivery  to  any  other 
administration  or  authority  (tohether  télégraphie  or  otherwise,  and  whether  loorking  in  connectioa  with  the  Campani/  or 
not)  which  shall  not  be  exclusively  controUed  by  the  Company. 

The  Company  shall  not  be  liable  to  refuïid  any  part  of  the  amount  paid  for  the  transmission  or  delivery  of  a 
Telegram  in  any  case  in  which  the  non-transmission  or  non  delivery  thereof  has  been  caused  by  force  majeure,  or 
by  other  circumstances  which  the  Cumpany  could  not  have  controUed,  whether  there  shall  or  shall  not  have  been 
aeglect  or  default  on  the  part  of  the  Companj^  or  its  Servants  while  the  telegram  was  under  his  control. 

The  Company  shall  not,  nor  shall  any  other  télégraphie  administration  or  authority,  be  liable  in  any  case  what- 
ever  to  make  any  compensation  or  payment  beyond  the  amount  (if  any)  to  be  refunded  as  above  mentioned,  for  any 
los.s,  injury  or  damage  arising  or  resulting  from  the  non-transmission  or  nou-delivery  of  any  Telegram,  or  for  any 
delay,  error,  or  omission  in  the  transmission  or  delivery  thereof,  from  whatever  cause  such  non-transmission,  non- 
delivery,  delay,  error,  or  omission  shall  have  occurred. 

For  the  parpos%s  of  thèse  conditions  the  control  of  the  Company  over  each  Telegram  shaU  be  deemed  to  have 
entirely  ceased  when  in  the  course  of  the  transmission  of  the  telegram  to  its  destination,  it  shall  have  been  entrusted 
by  the  Company,  for  further  transmission  by  telegraph  or  by  post  or  otherwise  to  any  administration  or  authority  not 
exclusively  cooiroUed  by  the  Company,  and  in  case  of  further  transmission  by  any  line,  system,  or  service  of  telegraphs 
whether  the  same  shall  or  shall  not  be  worked  as  part  of  or  in  connection  with  the  télégraphie  system  or  service  of  the 
Company,  and  the  Company  shall  have  full  power  to  entrust  any  Telegram  for  further  transmission  to  any  other 
administration  or  authority  subject  to  any  conditions  prescribed  by  them. 

l.  The  sender  of  a  private  teletiram  in  the  Extra- 
European  service  may  obtain  the  benefit  of  a  réduction 
of  50  per  cent,  in  the  charge  on  condition  that  the 
telegram  is  written  in  plain  language,  as  defined  hereafter, 
and  tnat  it  is  not  transmitted  until  after  tfdegrams 
charged  for  at  the  full  rate.

This  instruction  is 
counted  in  the  number  of  wonls  charged  for. 

4.  Form  The  text  of  deferred  teltgranis  must  be 
written  entirely  in  plain  language  and  must  not  contain 
any  figures,  commercial  marks,  groups  of  letters,  or  of 
words  without  coiinected  meaiiirg,  and  gcnerally,  any 
telegram  whicli  does  not  in  the  opinion  of  the  telegraph 
service  l)ear  an  intelligible  meaning,  on  the  face  of  it, 
is  not  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  reduced  rate. 
Begistered  addresses  are  accepted  if  acoompanied  by  a 
text  which  makes  their  nature  clear.  Nurnbcrs  must 
be  written  in  words. 

Telegrams  without  text  are  not  admitted. 

Telegrams  at  reduced  l  ates  mnst  be  written  in  Prench 
or  m  one  ot  the  language»  of  the  country  of  origin  or 
destination,  specified  by  the  administrations  concerned 
and  authorised  for  international  télégraphie  corree- 
pondence  in  plaiu  language.  Acfo.rdmg  as  the  languajje 
employed  is  French,  a  language  of  the  country  of  origin 
or  a  language  of  the  country  of  destination,  the  «upple- 
mentary  instruction  L.C.  is  completed  and  becomes 
L.C.F.,  L.C.O.  or  L.C.D.  The  use  of  two  or  more 
languages  in  the  same  telegram  is  not  allowed.

Deferred  telegrams  are 
only  transmitted  after  non-urgent  private  telegrams  and 
press  telegrams.  **Tho8e  which  bave  not  reached 
their  destination  within  a  period  of  24  hours  f rom  the 
time  of  handing  in  are  transmitted  in  turn  with 
telegrams  charged  for  at  tbe  full  rate. 

9.  Delivery.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rates  are  delivered 
in  turn  with  telegrams  at  full  rate. 

10.  Spécial  sernioes.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rate  may 
bear  any  of  the  supplementary  instructions  except  that 
relating  to  urgeocy.    The  rates  applicable  to  the  varions 


spécial  services  desired  by  the  s-crtdér  of  a  deferred 
telegram  (paid  service  telegrams,  eotiditiorte  of  dtelivery, 
R.P.T.C.,)  are  the  same  as  in  the  case  of  ordinary 
telegrams.  Thé  correspoilding  supplemeiltary  instruct- 
ions are  charged  for  at  the  reduced  rate.  Telegraph 
money  orders  and  maritime  telegrams  arô  not  admitted 
at  the  reduced  rate. 

1 1.  'ieneral  Conditions.  Telegrams  at  reduced  rates 
are  subjects  to  ail  the  conditions  of  the  international 
régulations  which  do  not  conflict  with  the  foregoing 
conditions.

(/■)  has  for  three  calendar  months  previous  to 
the  Ist  day  of  January  in  such  year  resided,  or 
had  his  principal  place  of  business  or  employment 
within  such  district,  and  pays  licence  duty  to  the 
amount  of  at  least  Rs.  200  per  annum  : 
Provided  : 

(1)  That  no  person  shall  be  registered  as  a  voter 
or  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  élection  of  a  Member 
of  the  Council  who  has  been  conricted  of  perjury  in 
any  Court  in  our  Dominions,or  who  has  been  sentenced 

any  such  Court  to  death,  or  pénal  servitude  or 
imprisonment  with  hard  labour,  or  for  a  term 
exceeding  twelve  months,  and  has  not  either  sufîered 
the  punishment  to  whieh  he  was  sentenced  or  such 
other  punishment  as  by  compétent  authority  mav 
have  been  substituted  for  the  same,  or  received 
pardon  from  Us.' 

(2)  That  no  person  shall  be  registered  as  a  voter  in 
any  year,  who  has  within  twelve  calendar  months 
immediately  preceding  the  Ist  day  of  January  in  that 
year  received  any  relief  from  public  orparochiai  funds. 

(3)  That  no  person  shall  be  registered  as  a  voter 
in  any  year,  unless  he  shall,  in  présence  of  the 
Registering  Officer  or  of  a  Magistrale,  with  his  own 
hands  subscribe  his  name  to  his  claim  to  be  registered, 
and  Write  thereon  the  date  of  such  subscription  and  the 
qualification  in  respect  of  which  he  claims  to  be 
registered. 

(4)  That  no  person  claiming  to  be  r^istered  in 
the  district  in  which  he  résides,  in  respect  of  either 
of  the  qualifications  (c),  {d),  {e),  (f),  shall  be 
registered  in  respect  of  the  same  qualification  in  the 
district  in  whieh  he  has  his  principal  place  of  business 
or  employment  or  vice  versa.

Qualifications  of  Elected  Members 


Extract  from  Lefters  Patent  dated  11  September,  1913. 

IX.  No  person  sliall  be  capalble  of  being  elected  a  Member  of  tbe  Council,  or,  having  been  elected,  shall  sit 
or  vote  in  the  Conneil,  wbo — 

(1)  Is  the  holder  in  any  office  of  émolument  under  the  Crown,  or  under  a  Municipal  Corporation  within 

the  Colony  ;  or, 

(2)  Is  a  minister  of  religion  ;  or, 

(3)  Is  the  returning  officer  of  the  district  for  which  the  élection  is  held  ;  or, 

(4)  Is  not  entitled  to  vote  at  îbe  élection  of  a  Member  of  the  Council  for  some  électoral  district. 

The  term  "  Minister  of  Religion  "  in  this  clause  means  any  clergyman,  minister,  priest,  or  other  person 
who  exercises  spiritual  functions  or  performs  the  offices  of  religion  for  or  ia  respect  to  any  Christian  or  other  church 
community,  or  body  within  tbe  Colony. 

The  term  office  of  émolument  "  in  this  and  the  eighteenth  clause  does  not  extend  to  the  Mayor  or  any 
other  Member  of  the  Municipal  Corporation,  and  does  not  include  a  pension  or  other  allowance  to  an  officer  who 
has  ceased  to  be  in  the  service  of  the  Crown  or  of  a  Municipal  Corporation.  It  shall  not  extend  to  the  following 
persons  if  otherwise  qualified  to  be  elected  Members  of  Council  : — 

(i)  Attorneys  ; 

(ii)  Aactioneers  ; 

(iii)  Brokers  ; 

(iv)  Land  Surveyors  ; 

(v)  Maritime  (Custom  Hou«:e)  brokers  ; 

(vi)  Médical  attendants  on   Estate  hospitals  under  Ordinance  No.  12  of   1878  entitled  "  The  Labou 

Ordinance,  1878"; 

(vii)  Notariés  ; 

(viii)  The  Standing  Counsel  and  the  Attorney  of  the  Municipal  Corporation.

7.  —  SUMMARY  OF  InEUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT 

A  summarised  statement  of  any  developments  in  the 
agrieultural,  forestal,  fishing,  mining,  and  other 
industries  of  the  Colony  during  the  year  under 
review,  with  a  statement  as  to  progress  up  to  date. 
A  spécial  aecount  should  be  given  of  Government 
grants  or  other  action  for  the  development  of 
natural  resourees  and  industries  of  the  Colony. 
The  weather  conditions  during  the  year  were  most 
unfavourable  :  deficieney  of  température  and  drought 
prevailing  during    the  grovving    season    with  hio-h 
température  and  heavy  rainfall  during  the  harvesting 
season.  Un  March  lltli,  a  cyclone  passed  within  100 
miles  North  of  Mauritius,  eausing  appréciable  damage 
lothe  plantations.  The  harm  done  was  aggravated  hy 
low  température  and  détective  rainfall  afterwards,  while 
the  abnormal  and  iinseasonable  rjiinfall   of  September, 
October  and  November  caused  great  re  iuction  in  the 
sucrose  content  of  the  cane,  and  hence  in  the  extraction 
of  sugar. 

The  total  sugar  made  in  the  Colony  approxim  ited  to 
200,600  English  tons.  The  déficit  on  the  normal  is  thus 
about  2S%  .  The  extraction  of  commercial  sugar  per 
cent,  of  cane  was  the  lowest  for  the  last  ]  5  ^'ear"; 
viz.  :  9.90. 

Great  difficultie»  were  experienced  in  the  manipulation 
of  the  crop  on  aecount  of  «carcity  of  labour.  Th«-se 
difficulties,  associated  with  very  unfavourable  weather 
and  relatively  low  priées  for  suo^ar  led  to  theabandonment 
of  many  hundreds  of  acres  of  standing  canes  for  next 
harvest. 

Considérable  improvements  were  again  introduced 
into  a  number  of  factories  during  the  pa«t  vear  :  the 
value  of  imported  machinery  in  1921  approximated  to 
5A  million  rupees. 

In  conséquence  of  the  sc^rcity  of  labour,  considerably 
increased  attention  was  paid  to  the  adoption  of  labour- 
saving  devices  in  relation  to  cultivation.  During'  tlie  year 
a  number  of  farm  traetors  were  introduced  in  the  Colonv 
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and  a  Joint  Comruittee  of  tlie  Board  of!  'Igneulture  and  | 
the  Chamber  of  Agricultuie  was  appointed  for  dealing 
witli  tiHctor  trials  in  a  methodieai   manner   for  tbe 
général  auvanta^e  of  the  plantingj  Commnnity 

The  hifîh  priées  obtainin»^  in  \9i0  for  canes,  hav> 
led  to  a  sleadv  increase  in  the  area  cultivated.  At  the 
end  of  1921  the  area  nnder  cane  was  179, SOO  acres. 

Tlie  large  profits  made  by  Indians  ou  last  year's  sale  of 
cane?  have  been,  to  a  great  degree,  invest<d  m  the  par- 
chase  of  new  lands.  Such  purchases  have,  however  been 
made  in  many  cases,  at  exeessively  large  values  and  it  is 
to  be  feared  that,  in  some  cases,  unfortunate  resnlts  may 
ensne  witl»  the  re<"-urn  of  j/rices  to  a  luore  normal  level. 

The  question  of  a  Government  Irrigation  Experiment 
Station  took  definite  shape  during  the  year  and  the 
•work  of  laying  ont  the  station  commenc<-d  in  April.  At 
tbe  end  of  1921  the  work  was  practically  completed.  It 
is  hoped  tliat  the  ret-ults  of  thèse  experiments  will  throw 
light  on  f  any  problème  which  are  as  yet  obscure  aud 
will  tend  to  increase  the  efficiency  of  irrigation 
practised  in  the  Colony.  Substautial  progress  was  also 
made  during  the  year  with  the  irrigation  scheme  for 
the  North  of  the  Island  which  aims  at  supplying  water 
to  some  10,000  acres  of  land. 

The  cost  of  production  of  sugar,  which  had  been 
riuing  steadily  since  1914  reached  its  highest  value  in 
1921  and,  through  the  return  of  priées  to  a  more 
normal  level  a  large  proportion  of  the  factories  of  the 
Colony  closed  the  sugar  compaign  with  a  déficit.  The 
mean  priée  })er  50  kilos  of  sugar,  sold  to  the  Royal 
Commision,  approximated  last  year  to  Rs.  50.20.  This 
year,  the  Royal  Commission  having  ceased  opération, 
sugar  was  disposed  of  to  private  buyers  at  priées  ranging 
between  Rs.  11  and  Rs.  12  per  50  kilos  on  the  average. 

The  incidence  of  pests  and  decreases  of  the  sugar 
cane  bas  iiot  been  marked  in  1921  and  the  suecess 
attending  the  methods  of  repression  adopted  by  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  against  "  Phytalus  Smithi  " 
must  be  regarded  as  most  satisfactory. 

Expérimental  investigations,  both  in  the  field  and  in 
the  Laboratary,  have  been  continued  during  the  year  by 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  comprismg  manurial 
experiments  of  varions  kind,  trials  of  new  varieties  of 
canes,  lesearches  into  the  composition  and  utilization 
of  molasses,  the  détérioration  of  sugar  etc. 

Owing  to  the  extraordinarily  favourable  market  con- 
dition for  sugar  which  prevailed  during  )  920,  very  little 
interest  in  any  form  of  subsidiary  cultivation  was 
evinced  during  the  earlier  part  of  the  year.  Thecollapse 
of  the  sugar  market  bas,  however,  caused  some  read 
justment  in  the  position  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
an  interest  had  revived,  1o  some  extent,  in  the  varions 
minor  eultivations  commonly  carried  on  in  the  Colony. 

As  regards  Aloe  Fibre,  the  market  rose  sharply 
towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  drop  in  freight 
quotations  at  the  same  time  led  to  a  ravivai  of  interest 
in  this  staple. 

The  production  of  alc'">hol  reaehed  this  year,  its 
maximum  viz.  ;  2  million  litres  nearly.  The  greater  part 
of  this  is  conaumed  as  rum  locally. 

Complète  suecess  bas  attended  the  expérimenta  made 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture  with  a  view  to 
growing  tobacco  in  the  Colony.  Permits  are  granted 
for  the  cultivation  of  tobacco  on  private  lands  without 
payment  of  tax  on  condition  that  growers  sell  their 
tobacco  to  Government  ot  fixed  priées.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  permits  for  564  acres  had  been  licensed  and 
the  prospects  for  the  development  of  this  important 
minor  industry  appear  to  be  decidedly  hopeful. 

Increased  interest  continued  to  be  manifested  in  live 
stock  questions.  Importations  from  Madagascar 
approximated  to  17,500  during  the  year,  of  which 
1  y, 000  were  slaughteved  l'or  food.  Animais  of  good  straiu 
for  breeding;  purposes,  were  imported  by  Planters  from 


South  Africa,  Australia  and  the  United  States  while  a 
Government  Dairy,  at  first  on  expérimental  Unes,  was 
inaui^urated  during  the  year.  Concurieutly  with  the 
population  census  an  enumeration  of  live  stock  in  the 
Colony  was  made  :  the  results  indicate  that  the  total 
number  of  cattle  in  the  Colony  at  the  end  of  1921 
approximated  to  44,000  heads,  or  an  increase  of  about 
11,000  sincf  1918. 

An  outbreak  of  Surra  occurred  in  April  and  May  but 
was  stamped  ont  by  the  beginning  of  July.  The 
practice  of  dipping  cattle  acquired  a  further  extension 
during  the  year  and  a  numler  of  additional  tanks  were 
erected  ;  efforts  are  also  made  to  proceed  with  the 
érection  of  public  dipping  tanks. 

Co-Operative  Crédit  Societies  made  .steady  progress 
during  the  year,  and  4  new  Societies  were  registered. 
The  total  membership  on  June  30th  amounted  to  3,504 
while  the  total  capital  to  their  crédit  amounted  to 
Rs.  445,792,  an  iuerease  of  Rs.  79,935  over  the 
corresponding  figures  for  1 920. 

As  the  resuit  of  the  movement  initiated  by  the 
Director  of  Agriculture,  a  Joint  Committee  of  the 
"  Chamber  of  Agriculture"  and  the"  Society  of 
Chemists  ■"  was  nominated  to  consider  the  question  of 
the  extension  of  agrieultural  teacliing.  The  Committee 
recommended  the  development  of  the  exieting  School 
of  Agriculture  to  form  a  small  Agrieultural  Collège 
and  the  establishment  of  two  travelling  studentships, 
the  holders  of  which  would  be  selected  from  the 
graduâtes  of  the  Collège  of  Agriculture.  In  addition, 
the  existing  organisation  of  the  Department  of 
Agricultnre  would  be  extended  to  cope  with  the 
proposed  arrangements.  A  sum  of  Rs.  100,000  was 
appropriated  bv  Government  from  the  Development 
Fuud  to  provide  the  neeessary  buildings,  equipment  &c. 

As  the  outcome  of  a  report  by  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  proposais  for  the  establishment  of  a  branch 
of  the  Department  in  Rodrigues  were  sanctioned.  The 
scheme  of  development  comprises  the  organisation  of 
an  experiment  station,  inaugu-ation  of  a  definite  land 
settlement  scheme  combined  with  eo-operative  crédit 
developments  and  the  fostering  of  agrieultural 
industries  along  the  usual  lines.
